PURE FOOD LAW CONVICTIONS 


Four Retailers Were Found Guilty and 
Fined $100 for Selling Alumn 
Baking Powders. 


In the Court of Criminal Correction Mon- 
day morning Judge Clark rendered this opin- 
jon on the alum baking powder cases. His 
finding was that the defendant, the Great 
Western Tea and Coffee Co., which had 
been selling a baking powder manufactured 
by Bain &.Chapman, was guilty of violat- 
ing the state pure food flaw. A fine of 
$100 was assessed against the company.

An 
old grudge existed beiween the men, who 
are said to cordially hate. cne another. 
They seldom spoke save when absolutely 
necessary for the conduct of their work. 
After the train left Meaura something cc- 
curred to ruffle them ani’ they renewed 
their old quarrel. 

While quarreling they both became en- 
raged and Elser rushed upon his conduc- 
tor, grasped him in his arms and a fearful 
struggle ensued. It seemed DBilser's inten- 
tion to throw Burley through the window 
of the caboose. The train was rushing 
through the darkness and no one save the 
two men were in the car. 

Elser is a powerful man and he almost 
succeeded in gotting his adversary through 
the window. In one of Elser’s rushes tv 
push Burley out of the window the glass 
was broken and Burley’s head was gashed 
until the blood running down his face blind- 
ed him. He was fighting for his life, how- 
ever, and did not rélease his grasp on his 
enemy.

When the train got to Jerseyville, a’ few 
minutes later, Elser jumped to the, ground 
and managed to reach the Chicago & Al- 
ton station, where he fell, fain. ing, to the 
ffoor. He was carried to the Enoe Tither- 
ington Hospital, where his wound was 
treated.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia and suite, accompanied by the 
welcoming delegations from both the Presi- 
dent and the German embassy, arrived here 
at 10:20 o’clock this morning promptly on 
schedule time. The trip from Baltimore 
to Washington was without incident. In 


the outlying districts of Baltimore crowds 
gathered to watch the departing train, 
and at several points from there onward 
there were little groups at the stations 
past which the train sped. No stops were 
made until this chty was reached. 

The train, which consisted of the cars 
Columbia, Ohio and Indiana, the first- 
named being the prince’s car, and at the 
rear of the train, was closely guarded by 
the secret service men, with a care that 
will be exercised throughout its journey- 
ing, during the prince's stay on Ameri- 
can soil. 

The prince occupied the time during the 
run from Baltimore to Washington in 
democratic fashion, talking freely to those 
about him as they discussed the country 
and the details of his visit. He told the 
President's delegates that he wished to 
see as clearly as possible the places .hrough 
which he was to travel, and that as there 
would be some interest on the part of the 
public as to seeing him as well, he thought 
it would be best to use open carriages in 
the driving portion of the itinerary every- 
where. The delegates told him they would 
arrange the matter.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 24.—The train which

Thé train left Jersey City at 1 o'clock and 
it was arranged to so time its run that it 
would not reach Washington until after 
19 o'clock. 

The prince retired shortly after the spe- 
cial began its journey across the State of 
New Jersey and it was after 7 o'clock when 
he arose. He breakfasted at 8 o’clock in 
his private car, Columbia.

He expressed a desire to ride in an engine 
alt some time during the journey through 
the country and it was arranged that he 
should do so somewhere in the mountains 
of Pennsylvania at the outset of his south- 
ern tour later this week. 

There were no demonstrations during the 
night run of the train. The start was 
made so iate that there were no crowds 
anywhere. In Mary’and during the eariy 
hours of the morning small crowds gath- 
a at the stations, but no stops were 
made. 


WELCOMED BY THE 
MAYOR OF BALTIMORE 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 24.~The train bearing 
Prince Henry and his suite here at 9 o’vlock 


During his stay 
the prince was welcomed by Mayor Hayes 
and an eeeort of prominent citizens. ‘The 
mayor made an address and presented a set 
of resolutions to which the prince responded 
very briefly.

Of these a large proportion are of 
German birth or parentage, but while they 
retain all their love for the ‘fatherland,’ 
they are none the less loyal citizens of their 
adopted country. We have always held in 
the highest respect your illustrious father, 
your queenly mother and that noble wo- 
man, your grandmother, who embodied in 
herself all attributes that go to make up 
the perfect woman.” 

The mayor then presented an engrossed 
e resolutions of welcome which 
have been adopted by the city council, and 
the prince, accepting it, replied: “I thank 
you heartily, sir, for you cordial welcome 
and kind words and beg that you will say 
to the people of Baltimore for me that I 
thank chen, too. with all my heart. :

He does not think a senator in contempt 
of the Senate can fittingly attend a state 
function. 

Senator McLaurin would be treated the 
tame way if he were invited. 

A senator is authority for the story that 
McLaurin wrote a chalienge for a duel, and 
wanted Senator Pritchard to be his second 
and convey the challenge to Tillman. 

Pritchard told McLaumn he was making a 
fool of himself and prevailed upon him to 
tear up the challenge.

Both are fighters, and as soon as they 
meet at some place where allegations are 
made by one or the other it is expected 
they will come together and fists may not 
be the weapons used. 

A blackened and bruised knuckle on Sen- 
ator Tillman's left hand and a swollen lump 
on Senator McLaurens forehead above the 
right eyebrow are the only visible marks 
remaining of the first actual physical en- 
counter that ever occurred on the fluor of 
the United States Senate. 

When certain senators provoked Tillman 
nto specifying one particular member in 
is charges they had accomplished their 
purpose. Then they carried the plan a 
— further. 

McLaurin was not present when Tillman 
made his accusation, but within five min- 
utes he entered the Senate chamber. He 
was white with anger. 

Senator Pritchard of North Carolina is 
credited with having sent for him. He was 
told of the utterances hy Senator Tillman 
and a stenographic copy of the remarks 
was laid before him. e then waited for 
Tillman to finish. Three times he half 
arose, thinking his colleague had finished. 
He seemed perfectly composed. 

In the meantime a consultation was held 
by Senator Spooner and others on the Re- 
ublican side for the purpose of framing 
or McLaurin a denunciation of Tillman’s 
accusation that would be well within par- 
liamentary limits. 

The announcement actually made by Mc- 
Laurin is held to have met this require- 
ment. It was baged on Spooner’s draft. 

Senator Martia of Virginia. a member of 
the committee on naval affairs, has ac- 
cepted an invitation in Mr. Tillman's place. 
The invitation was extended originally to 
Mr. Tillman owing to the fact that he is 
the ranking minority member of the naval 
affairs committee . 

Neither senator stands ready to make a 
personal apology to the other, althoug 
each has done so to the Senate. e feel- 
ing bap nd phe a is still very intense and 
bitter and their friends fear the future. 

Senator Tillman said today that his ac- 
tian In striking Mr. MeLaurin was not the 
result of immediate excitement and not un- 
premeditated. His own explanation of the 
event is this: 

“I knew perfectly well what was coming 
after I had made the charge on the floor 
of the Senate, which was brought out by 
the interruptions on the other side. I had 
not intended to make this charge, and so 
stated in my speech. But, once made, 
knew the result that was sure to follow, 
and was prepared to take the conse- 
quences.”’ 

‘While I was finishing my speech I saw 
conferences among fellow senators and 
knew what it meant. It was no surprise 
to me when I saw Senator McLaurin enter 
the Senate, call for the reporter's notes 
and go to his seat.

The Attempt Is Being Made to Rid the 


Mining District of All High- 
Grade Purchasing Insti- 


tutions, 


VICTOR, Colo., Feb. 24.—Cripple Creek 18 
in a state of terror owing to a preconcerted 
attack upon all the leading assay offices 
doing business in the district. Begin- 
ning at 8 o'clock this morning and follow- 
ing in rapid succession, six explosions 
wrecked as many assay offices in the cen- 
ters ranging from Victor to Cripple Creek 


and up to Goldfield. In every instance the 
object sought by the incendiaries was ac- 
complished by the destruction of the offices 
wares, eee fine equipment of delicate ba!- 

The raiders did not hesitate to jeopardize 
life, as all but one of the bulidings were 
@lso occupied by sleeping families. As it 
was, men, women and children were hurled 
out of their beds by the shocks and serious 

- injuries inflicted. The full extent of the 
damage cannot be estimated. 

In this city the Davenport office was 
wrecked by two explosions, involving a loss 
of fully $1200. Almost at the same time 
the assay offices of Vandewaiker, Morgan 
and Whiiliams were treated likewise. Tne 
loss was approximately as large as Daven- 
ort’s. One man, a miner, was severely 
njured at the explosioi at Willlams’ office. 
Iie was passing at the moment of the ex- 

losion. Flying debris struck him in the 
ace, gashing his eyes and may result in 
total blindness. 

In Cripple Creek Benjamin's assay office, 
north of the Florence and Cripple Creek 
ope, was blown up. 

n the town of Goldfield, about a mile 
and a thalf north of here, almost simultan- 
eously, Boyce’s office and another assay 
establishment were wrecked. Boyce's fam- 
ily occupied an adjoining room. Mrs. Boyce 
was blown out of bed, but escaped without 
fatal injuries.

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IT IS HOOKED TO WIRES 


 Comtvhinichtion Is Held With the 
' Nearest Station and ‘Aid and 
Warnings Can Be Sent Out. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 24—An inven- 
tion that will enable a train crew from any 
point on a railroad line to be placed in in- 
stant telephonic communication with the 
officials in charge of the division. is artly 
owned by 8. ; Tilley, secretary Of the 
Guardian Trust Co. of this city. 

Mr. Willey is arranging to give practical! 
demonstrations of his device to the officiais 
of the Missouri Pacific, the Frisco and the 
Kansas City Southern railroads, The offi- 
Clals of these roads say that if Mr. Willey 
can do what he says he can do it 
of inestimable value to railroads. oe 

The device is called a ‘“Telegraphone.”’ 
It is of the character of a telephone and is 
placed in the baggage car as part of the 
equipment of a passenger train, and in the 
caboose as part of the equipment of a 
freight train. In case of a wreck or deiay 
from snow storms, accidents to engines or 
cars or from any other cause between sia- 
tions, or at points where there is no tele- 
graphic communication, it will not be nec- 
essary to send a messenger from the train 
to the next station, which may be ten or 
twenty miles oF more away, to get tele- 
graphic communication with the train dis- 
patcher, but immediate telephonic connec- 
tion can be had with that official directly 
from the train which is in trouble, and by 
this means giving full and complete detail 
news of the difficulty. 

And the train dispatcher can telephone 
back to the train crew just what to do, or 
he can send a wrecking crew if it is needed, 
and can warn other trains of the location of 
the wrecked or stalled train. 


Telephone Part 
of Train Equipment. 


The telephone instrument is placed on the 
wall of the baggage car or caboose. When 
the train créw wishes to talk with the of- 
ficials miles away at a division point a small 
metal plug is inserted in the end of a 
long jointed pole. This plug is connected 
by wire with the telephone instrument and 
the wire is on a reel whieh unwinds for 


whatever distance is needed. A flat metal- 
lic hook at the other end of the pole is 
then ‘hooked over any of the telegraph 
wires strung alongside the track and the 
telephone is ready to work. A crank on the 
telephone sends a signal to the dispatcher’s 
or trainmaster’s office at the end of the 
division and the trainman talks to him just 
as he would through any telephone. 

The telephone message does not interfere 
with the telegraphic messages going over 
the same wire and the instrument is so 
made that the telephone message goes in 
either direction that the trainman wishes. 

This device is in actual use on the Rome. 
Watertown & Ogdensburg division of the 
New York Central Railroad, a distance of 
800 miles, and works peeere dy Mr. Willey 
says. Mr. Willey has himself demonstrated 
its practicability and is having instruments 
made in Cleveland, O., with which to give 
demonstrations on the roads running out of 
Kansas City. The tests will be made here 
within two weeks. 

The invention was made by E. L. Graue!l, 
a German-American, and Mr. Willey owns 
a one-fourth interest in it. A company of 
New York, Chicago and Pittsbu capital- 
ists is being formed to push this invention, 
and Mr. Willey says the southwestern 
headquarters of the company will be in 
Kansas City.

NEW YORK, Feb. 244.—Although the aged 
millionaire, Marcellus Hartley, left a letter 
asking that his grandson, Marcellus Hart- 
ley Dodge, be suitably provided for, in his 
will filed for probate today, at the last 
lawful moment, he leaves the young man 
only $20,000, to be paid him on his 21st birtn- 
day, which will occur next month. 

In spite of this the grandson, already a 


millionaire under the will of his other 
grandfather, William E. Dodge, though still 
a student in Columbia, has taken his 
grandfather's place in many directorates. 

The will filed today ts dated March 25, 
1881. Young Dodge at the time was only a 
babe -in arms. In the will his mother 
is spoken of as if she was a single woman. 

The witnesses to the will, about which 
there has been much secrecy, are W. O. 
Ross of 215 East Tenth street, and Louis 
Keller of 3837 West Twenty-third street, 

The will reads: 

After all my lawful debts are paid and dis 
charged, I give and bequeath to my beloved wife, 
Faunie Chester White Hartley, the wee of my 
family residence, 232 Madison avenue, together 
with all the furniture, books ava gold and silver 
plate therein; also the use of the country seat in 
Orange mountains, which we have occupied for 
two years together, with all the furniture therein. 
Aiso the use of my horses, carriages and ap- 
purtenances—all of the above so long as she re- 
mains my widow. 

. The remainder of my estate shall remain in trust 
with my executors, and be disposed of as herein- 
after provided, viz: 

From the income on euch trust ehall be paid: 

Firet, to my wife, Fannie C. W. Hartley, the 
sum of $15,000 yearly, in quarterly installmenvs, 

Second, to each of my daughters, Grace and 
Helen Hartley. the sum of $5000 yearly, in quer- 
terly installments. 

Third, any remaining income from said truet 
shall be divided equally between my wife and two 
davghters share and share alike. 

Should my wife merry again the use of the 
house shall revert to my daughters, Grace and 
Helen, and in lieu thereof my executors ehall pay 
to her the sum of $25,000 cash. 

Further, in leu of the yearly sum of $15,000 
above mentioned, I direct that my ‘executors shall 
pay her the sum of $10,000 yearly. 

Should either of my daughters marry I direct 
my executors to pay her at marriage the sum of 
$20,000 cash. 

When my grandson, Marcellus Hartley Dodge, be- 
comes 21.years of age, I authorize my executors 
with the advice »nd consent of my wife and 
daughters, to pay him the sum of $20,000 cash. 

When my wife is 60 years of age she shall re- 
ceive $15,000 cash. When my daughters become 
35 years of age they shall receive $100,000 cash. 

The remainder of my estate shall, when my wife 
attains the age of 70, be divided between my 
daughters, share and share alike. 

Likewise I make, censtitute and approve George 
W. Howard, Bnoch L. Fanchiel to be executors 
of thie, my last will and testament, hereby revok- 
ing all former wills by me-made.

Florence Burns, who is accused of kill- 
ing Walter Brooks, was one of the last to 
come under the influence of Mrs. Foster. 
Convinced that the girl was innocent, Mrs. 
F'oster had several talks with her. 

When the “angel’’ did not appear Satur- 
day, Florence asked for her and was told 
she had been killed. The prisoner was much 
affected. but it was not until the service 
yesterday that she was overcome. Then, 
she laid her head upon the shoulder of one 
of the matrons and sobbed. 

All the co-warkers with Mrs. Foster spoke 
of her self-sacrifice and the place she had 
filled in the hearts of hundreds who she 
had rescued and sent away to lead better 
lives. 

In the men’s prison there was a service 
at which prisoners in whom Mrs. Foster 
had taken an interest were present. Some 
of the men wept when her name was 
mentioned. Funeral services for Mrs. Fos- 
ter will be held tomorrow in Calvary 
Church, 


SCHOONER UPSET AT SEA. 


One of Crew of R. I. Morse, Completely 
Wrecked, Was Drowned. 
VICTORIA, B. C., Feb. 23.—The sealing 
schooner R. I. Morse of Victoria is a wreck 
and G Donaldson, one of her crew, was

They had looked for a whirlwind affair on 
the part of the former champion and a 
quick defeat of Sullivan.

Judge Ferriss Decides in Fa- 
vor ef Vital Garesch. 


TRADITION NOT EVIDENCE 


MARIE GARESCHE DECLARED SHE 
WAS FIRST TO PLAY IT. 


Her Cousin Sued Her for Possession 
of the Instrument, Alleging That 
It Had Only Been Loaned 
to Her. 


Judge Ferriss of the Circuit Court de- 
cided the Garesche violin case in favor 
of the plaintiff Monday morning. 

Vital Garesche sued Mfss Marie G. 
Garesche for possession of a Stradivarius 
violin, a family heirloom. The court award- 
ed the violin to Mr. Garesche, fixed its 
value at $300 and gave the plaintiff 1 cent 
damages. 

Miss Garesche alleged that the violin was 
given to her by her uncle, Alexander J. 
P. Garesche. The plaintiff alleged that it 
was given to his uncle, Alexander J. B. 
Garesche; a first cousin of the other Alex- 


his written opinion Judge Ferriss 


appears from the testimony that 
N: Garesche was the owner of the 


Violin in controvery. He died in 1844. From 


that time until 1868 the violin was in pos- 
Session of his son, A. T. B. Garesche. Alex 
held posession until 1890. 

“In that year his cousin. Miss Garesche, 
procured the violin from him for the pur- 
— of taking lessons and he loaned it to 
her for that purpose. When he demanded 
its return, she refused to @omply, claim- 
Ing she had obtained the violin from his 
father, A. J. P. Garesche. 

“The plaintiff asserts that her grand- 
father, Vital N. Garesche, had expressed a 
Wish. that this violin should go to the 
grandchild who should be abie to play on 
't and who should continue to play on it, 
and she ciaims that she is the first one of 
‘he grandchildren to meet this require- 
ment. She conceds that Alex did learn to 
lay, but claims that he abandoned the 
nstrument aml was never much of a 
player anyway. Alex and his cousin both 
agree to this extent that the grandfather 
desired that the violin should go to the 
first grandchild who learned to play. Alex 
claims that he became entitled to the violin 
because it was conceded that he was the 
first one to learn to play and that his 
father gave it to him. 

‘‘Miss Garesche claims that Alex later 
abandoned the use of the instrument and 
when she went to him and asked for 
‘grandfather’s’ violin, it was delivered to 
her and that she learned to play upon, 
still plays upon it and is entitled to re- 
tain the instrument. 


Tradition Not 
Legal Evidence. 
“The tradition in the family as to the 
wish of the grandfather, does not amount 


to legal evidence. The testimony is that 
A. J. P. Garesche held the violin from 1844 
to 1848; thereupyi he delvered it by gift 
to his son, Al4:, who held it until 1899. 
This makes a prima facia case of owner- 
i i in Alex. 

‘‘In 1890 Miss Garesche applied to Alex 
and he loaned it to her. The conclusion 
that she received it as a loan is very 
much streng‘hened by the fact that at that 
time she had no claim to it, even upon her 
own theory of the case. She had not 
learned to play the violin, in fact had never 
taken any lessons at that time, and she 
certainly could not claim a right to the 
violin by virtue of the alleged wish Of her 
grandfather until she had met the re- 
quirement by learning to play. 

“The court can take no cognizance of 
family traditions. But even if we should 
recognize this one, Alex clearly qualified 
himself to receive the violin as the ulti- 
mate donee. He did learn to play. Just 
how well he played we do not ow. There 
was no degree of proficiency required to 
meet the conditions of the grandfather's 
wish, so far as the evidence shows. 

“If Mies Garesche received the instru- 
ment and asserted a hostile title to it, 
and continued to assert it for 10 years, 
then the plaintiff would be harred, but at 
the time she secured it, she could not 
lay the instrument, and was not in posi- 
ion to assert any claim to it under the 
grandfather's alleged wishes. 

“I'nder all the evidence I am forced to 

the conviction that tne violin came into 
a of Miss Garesche by way of a 
oan. 
‘It seems quite clear that Alex Garesche 
shows the prior lawful possession. This 
is enough to maintain replevin against any- 
one who cannot show a better title.”

THIRTY-FIVE NEGROES 
ARRESTED 


Were Discharged Because Legal Evi- 
dence as to the Tickets Was 


Not at Hand. 


Thirty-five negroes, all alleged agents of 
a policy company, were arrested at 1308 
Morgan street Saturday night and were 
brought before Judge Wislizenus Monday 
morning on a charge of selling policy 
tickets. 

The rooms at this number, the police say, 
are the assembly rooms where all the 
agents of one company meet three times a 
day to “turn in’’ what they have made on 
the tickets sold. 

Forty dollars in nickels and dimes were 
on the tabie when the raid was made. Ac- 
cording to the statements of the officers 
who made the arrests, $120 a day are turned 
in at this place. 

“You say that one company takes in $120 
a day?’’ asked Judge Wislizenus of Officer 
McKenna. 

“Yes, sir, and there are five other com- 
panies, all having assembly rooms, and do- 
ing about the same amount of business. 

“Let me see,’ said the judge, picking up 
his pen and doing some figuring on his 
docket-book. “One hundred and twenty dol- 
lars a day is $3600 a month; 12 times that 
is $43,600, and five companies maki that 
amount of money brings the total to $216,000. 
No wonder the colored population is poor. 
That amount of money ken from any 
class of people in a year would reduce 
them to poverty in a very short time. 

There being no direct evidence as to the 
tickets, which must be produced as _ evi- 
dence to secure conviction, the 35 defend- 
ants were discharged.
